Barbado8s, West Indies, state that the 
British schooner, Ellen, while on a voyage 
from Trinidad to Maturin, Venezula, in 
the latter part af July was fired upon by 
a Venezulan gunboat.

THE QUEEN'S Sl'EECH. 


It Does Not Reveal the New Ministry's

THE DEPOT IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Request of the 
Board of Trade 


Granted by the Fitchburg Company, 


The request of the board of trade in 


regard to improvements at the depot has 
been granted, and at present a gang of a 
dozen men are at work under Michael 
Kolleher making them. .The work is 
being done under the supervision of En- 
gineer F. O. Melcher of the Fitchbnrg 
railroad company, which company ia mak- 
ing the improvements. 
The improve- 


ments will consist of a concrete walk with 
granite curbing eighteen feet wide from 
the depot to where the walk will branch 
to Summer street. The walk will be con- 
tinued to meet the sidewalk at the city 
hall, and up to the crossing at State street. 
These branches will be about twelve feet 
wide and there will be about 300 
feet of walk in all. There will be 
fifteen feet of granite pavement laid 
where the hacks stand 
and there 


will be paved gutters and water basins. 
The whole front yard will be graded and 
a surface similar to macadam will be 
made. The walk that will branch up to 
meet the sidewalk at the city hall will be 
several inches higher than the present 
level, which will be very desirable. 


An effort is being made to have an 


agreement arrived at between the railroad 
company and the town in regard to light- 
ing Depot square properly. 
If the town 


agrees to place an arc lamp near the city 
hall the railroad company-will place a 
lamp near the oval. It, has been suggest- 
ed to the town that tl 6 lamp now at State 
street bridge be removed about twenty- 
five feet up State street so <that its'rays 
would pass the trees and flood down 
towards the depot. If these things are 
done Depot square will be brilliantly 
lighted. The Fitchburg railroad deserves 
the thanks of the people for yielding so 
readily to their request through the board 
of trade. The board has in this instance, 
as well as in many others, shown its use- 
fulness. Colonel Bracewell is chairman 
of the committee that brought about 
these improvements.

Telegraphic Messages Can be 


Sent Through the 


Tunnel.

STORY 
SHAKEN. 


Why Telegraphi<;: Communication Is Held 


by Wir«s.-Over the Mountain. That 


Cable "Made by Professor 


Mowbray. Was Hidden 


in the Cavern, 


The following paragraph appeared in 


the New York Paper Trade Journal and 
has gone the rounds of the press : 


"North Adams continues to bepuzzled 
over a queer crankism of electricity in its 
vicinity. Although when the great four 
and a half mile Hoosac tunnel was built 
no ores magnetic or otherwise were en- 
countered, there was a general exneeU- 
tion that rich ore pockets would be found. 
For a yet unexplained reason not an elec- 
trician has been discovered who can setfd 
a telegraphic message on a wire running 
from portal to portal of that tunnel, ce 
such wire run inside of an ocean cable 
through the huge cavern or out of jt. 
Therefore such messages have to be sent 
on wires strung .on poles over the 
top 
of the 
mountain, 
fully 
nine 
miles and that ia the way in-gomg and 
out-coming passenger and freight trains 
are heralded to the keepers of the two 
tunnel approaches.) In order to maintain 
this overland mountain tunnel line a 
swath of woodland! has to be kept clear of 
trees and bushes idirectly up the steep 
mountain side,whicareminds one Of a mod- 
ern dude wfth tt well denned cen- 
tral hair parting &«Jm forehead to crown. 
The average bustling North Adams man, 
although somewhat-disturbed by the sub- 
terranean mystery, keeps right on with 
hia enterprising knitting.11 


This is very well for a story, but a scien- 


tist if he read it would smile. The tunnel 
would have to be''» great helix indeed, 
to prevent an electric current passing 
through it in an ocean cable or out of one. 
North Adams is up to date in most things, 
but does not claim to have anything with- 
in her borders that sets defiance to natural 
laws. When she. is able to build her 
houses one on top 'of the other without 
supports then she will claim, perhaps, 
such " crankism " In the tunnel. The 
yarn reminds one of the story told about 
the early experiments in using the 
"ground." A large telegraphic line 
ceased suddenly to work, and the men in 
charge began to believe that the science 
of telegraphing that way was controlled 
by vagrant spirits, but a. disbeliever in 
supernaturalism found an unthinking rail- 
road employee was the author of the 
mystery. It was found a crow-bar rested 
against a switch, and against the line 
where it was brought near the ground. 
Hence a short circuit. 


The fact is telegraphic communication 


has been Held through that mysterious 
cavern, and there is no,scientific objection 
to holding it today but the dampness of 
the bore. The water drips continually al- 
most from its rocky roof and good insula- 
tion is almost an impossible thing. During 
the days when the state controlled the 
tunnel a cab*? rfin through & "and was 
used constantly. 'The service was very far 
from being perfect and the cable was re- 
moved. ^he railroad lines were tueiirun 
over the mountain along side of the West- 
ern union wires, which, by the way, 
crossed the mountain before ever a train 
went under it. The abandoned cable was 
one made by the late Professor Mowbray 
of North Adams, the man of nitro-glycer- 
ine fame, and when it was taken out it 
was tested. The tests showed that the 
insulation was very imperfect. It was full 
of holes which 
caused great waste 


of current. The cable was enclosed in a 
tarred box and was lodged in the tunnel 
floor. It was, consequently, at many 
places covered by water or very moist 
earth. It is the opinion of those who have 
given the matter any thought that it is 
far cheaper to maintain a wire over the 
mountain than a cable in the tunnel and 
far much safer for traffic. Should a smash 
up take place in the tunnel like 
the 
one that 
happened 
recently 


a cable in the bore would in all probabil- 
ity be destroyed at the place and then 
when communication would be most de- 
sired it would be hopelessly cutoff. Trains 
might pile in on the wreck already there 
and the horror of horrors migkt result. 


A cable to work well in the tunnel and 


be safe would need to be buried deeply in 
the bed. Such a proceeding would be ex-» 
pensive and moat difficult because it is 
solid rock nearly the whole length. 


It is perhaps well to call the attention 


of those who believe there is an eiectric 
"crankism" in the tunnel to the fact that 
the tunnel is at present lighted by elec- 
tricity. There is not much more trouble 
found in running a current through it for 
lighting purposes than ia estimated in 
running one in covered wires on poles for 
ordinary commercial lighting. If a cable 
impervious to moisture were deeply laid 
in the tunnel's bed the current necessary 
for telegraphing would pass through it as 
naturally and easily as one would through 
the telephone caoles that will be placed 
in the Main street conduits, and better, 
for there would be no street car grounds 
to cause induction.

The formality of any introduc- 
tion was dispensed with and a whole-soul, 
brass lunged welcome was given most 
every one who passed by. 
Among these 


were Sanator Lawrence who got a hearty 
cheer and tipped his politcal hat to 125 
prospective votes. Judge Thayer, as he 
came out of the police court, thought the 
whole reception committee should be ar- 
rested for contempt of court but was so 
flattered by a cheer that he softened. Dr. 
Thayer of Adams was another recipient 
of boyish enthusiasm and as he walked 
away was asked for "second on dat cigar." 
O. C. Gardner got it in this pnnny fashion 
"Oh, see Gardner!" and Gardner didn't 
stay to be seen long, but blushed nnd 
passed on. Editor Sanford got blockaded 
and' cheered. The tailors and tailoresses 
in P. J. Boland's tailoring room windows 
gob a fbsilade of peanuts, till they had to 
retire and wait for the procession to move. 
And every one got it from young and hi- 
larious America.

to Adams this morning from his residence 
at Moruingside he brought the intelli- 
gence that burglars had entered his house 
last night and had stolen his watch and 
some money. He knew nothing of it un- 
til this morning when he awoke and saw 
long burned matches strewn about the 
floor. His clothes were not in their usual 
position and upon investigating he found 
the watch and chain gone, a five dollar 
bill and about three dollars of other 
money. In Mr. Richmond's wallet were 
various papers, among them checks to the 
amount of $106, notes, memoranda, etc.

STREET WIDENING. 


Dissatisfaction Caused. Such Action is 


Expensive to the Town. 


The county commissioners during their 


visit yesterday staked out the line of 
South Church street, making the roads 
three rods wide. This will take consider- 
able off from the properties of Messrs. 
White, Gleason and Blood. South of the 
premises of these men some will be taken 
on both sides of the road and there is 
liable to be big claims for damages. The 
commissioners heard testimony yesterday 
in regard to damages in the case of Mr.

NO GROUNDS FOR ACTION. 


A Vermont Law Says You Can't Travel 


for Pleasure Sundays. 


The matter of entering suit against the 


Fitchburg railroad company to recover 
damages on account of the recent terrible 
killing near Pownal, Vt., has been left in 
the hands of Lawyers Thayer, Ashe and 
Magenis. It is doubtful if any action can 
be taken. The accident happened in Ver- 
mont state which has a law prohibiting 
Sunday travel unless in case of necessity 
or charity, and it is held that the cases 
could not be gotten before a jury as it 
could not be shown that the men who 
were killed were traveling for anything 
but pleasure. If they were traveling il- 
legally there is no ground for suit. Could 
the case be gotten to a jury it would be- 
come necesseary to show that the railroad 
had violated the law or was negligent.

Their Coming—Their Leader Says

A gang of Italian laborers arrived in 


town today a little after 12,0'clock. There 
were about fifty of them and a leader said 
they Wbre engaged to work on the Hoosac 
Valley street railroad extension. They 
arrived by way of Pittsneld and their ap- 
pearance in town caused much commo- 
tion and no little talk about "imported 
Italian labor." A number of them were 
interviewed about 1.30 o'clock this after- 
noon and they said all that kept them 
from going to work was the lack of tools. 


President Bichraond of the street rail-

He soid he had no knowledge whatever 
about their arrival and didn't know they 
were were going to be in town. 
He said 


the building of the street railway was not 
to be done by contract and that it was 
being dona by the company. They had 
make no bargain with Italian laborers to 
come to town, he said, and emphasized 
this when he said local labor would be 
be given the preference in the work. 


Since the above was written it has been 


learned that most of the Italians who ar- 
rived in town this morning are to go to 
work on Brown & Weber's west-end lots 
tomorrow morning. The boss of the gang 
said that they had been in the employ of 
John Marsh in the water works at Da), 
ton, and had now come to this town un- 
der his charge. They are at present with- 
out prospective shelter for the night.

THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


It is hard to tell what the real situation 


in Cub* is. Reports are not only conflict- 
ing but are probably officially doctored. 
The distinguished Cuban, Marcos Garcia, 
did not join the insurgents, but was in 
Havana Sunday conferring -with Captain 
General Campos. The Spanish population 
of Havana are showing their loyalty to 
the government by sending 1300 volunteers 
to the war. Their departure- recently for 
the army was made the occasion of a 
great celebration in Havana, and the cap- 
tain-general was received -with the en- 
thusiasm of an ovation. 
Though the in- 


surgents control a large section of the 
country, they have not yet possessed 
themselves and held any of the large cities 
of the island on the sea coast. 
Campos 


believes that they can accomplish noth- 
ing towards an effective independence un- 
til they possess themselves, of one of the 
prominent cities on the sea board. 
The 


insurgents seem to understood this thor- 
oughly, as they know that no recognition 
of their blligerency can be expected until 
they conquer one of the cities on the 
coast. 
HOW CAN THE TARIFF BE LET ALONE? 


Many people are saying these days: 


"Now just let the tariff alone and we are 
all right." Yes, perhaps they are all 
right.but the government's revenue is not 
all right. If that ia left "alone," it will 
soon be wanting. The chief need of the 
national government at the present time 
is sufficient revenue to pay current ex- 
penses. Until that is secured there -will 
be a constantly increasing deficit and fre- 
quent as well as generous additions to 
the national debt. The most satisfactory 
way to accomplish this result would be to 
increase the tariff duties on some of the 
goods now imported which ought to be 
produced in this country. It is not likely, 
however, that President Cleveland will 
approve any measure in this direction, 
and the only alternative, barring an in- 
crease in customs duties, will be to take 
steps to increase the internal revenues. 


Speaking of the relations of the next 


congress and President Cleveland, it seems 
that the president cannot allow the pres- 
ent situation to continue to a protracted 
extent. The fact that a deficit and heavy 
addition to the national debt has followed 
upon the taking effect of legislation 
enacted by a Democratic congress will 
make it impossible for Cleveland to throw 
the blame upon a Republican congress for 
refusing to come to his terms; for the 
Republicans can simply allow things to 
continue as they have been going for 
many months now. 


Regarding the policy of Republican 


leaders in the next congress, a paper that 
stands in close relations trith Mr. Reed 
says: 


It is stated that ex-Speaker Reed's plans 


for increasing the 
revenue has been 
mapped out. According to this program 
there will be no revenue on tea and coffee 
but there will be slight inci eases in inter- 
nal revenue, while a number of articles 
coming into competition with American 
products will be made subject to increased 
Import duties. At the same time business 
men are given to understand that no at- 
tempt will be made to radically revise the 
tariff to a degree that will disturb busi- 


Thls program is certainly sufficiently 
moderate to suit the most conservative, 
and It ought to commend itself to the 
president, Mr. Cleveland has tried his 
way as far as the Democratic Congress 
would allow him to have it. and the result 
has been so disastrous that the whole 
qountry is deeply grateful Grover was not 
permitted to completely smash the tariff. 
He ought to be willing therefore to adopt 
any moderate measures which the Repno- 
llcan Congress is likely to present under 
the circumstances, but if he refuses to do 
this his deficit will be on his own head.

originated the charge of

against the governor and must now prove 
its charges or settle for the Vermont exe- 
outives'B injured reputation. By the way, 
if Shakespeare were to live in these days 
of libel suits he would probably revise his 
iines about the man who steals a purse 
steals only trash, but he who steals a repu- 
tation steals what can do himself no good 
and only mars another. He would today 
probably add: "But he doth embroil him- 
self in a mighty libel suit, and in sequence 
I do win by law much of the trash I feign 
to so despise."

The sidewalks and streets surrounding 


the city hall were crowded with people, 
and the interior of the building was 
crowded with sheriffs and officers. The 
A. P. A. commission convened at 10 a. m. 
in this city amid considerable excitement. 
The members were encouraged 
with 


cheers from 200 A. P. A's present. They 
wera expected to at once put a rival police 
force on the streets of the city, attempt to 
oust Chief ol Police White and storm the 
city jail. This was the schedule as given 
out by the. A. P. A's pretending to be on 
the inside. 


The situation was intensified by the re- 


port from Kansas City that the A. P. A. 
counsels had 500,000 armed men ready to 
send to Omaha to maintain the A. P. A. 
Commission. At the same time the old com- 
mittee was in the mayor's office ready to 
issue orders and repel any force necessary 


To Maintain Its Position. 


After a conference the A. P. A. committee 


concluded to confer with the old board be- 
fore resorting to arms. 
The conference 


was the result of a letter which Mayor 
Bemis sent to the A. P. A. board Tuesday 
night, asking the members to meet the 
old board and endeavor to reach a peace- 
able settlement oE the controversy. The 
members o£ the new board declared that 
they had decided to meet Mayor Bemis 
and his colleagues, and the mayor replied 
that they wore ready. 


The two boards remained closotod for 


ap hour or more. When the door was 
opened, it was announced that an agree- 
ment had been reached. Mayor Bemis 
then sent a telegram signed by himself

Signed by Both Board). 


This W!M also signed by the chairman of 


each board. They wanted it understood 
that neither board had made any conces- 
sions. Each side stood as it had before, 
and in that respect there was no change in 
(he situation. They had simply agreed 
that the best interests of all concerned 
would be served by* an immediate submls 
•ion of the tou'troversy to the supreme 
Court, and they had united to that end. 


Members of the new board were reticent 


in regard to what their next procedure 
would be. When A. R. Van,dervoor.t WBs 
asked whether members,,wovil'd proceed to 
organize a police force in oppositlpn to 
that controlled b,y ,the old board, he 
would not answer directly, but stated 
that neither board was going to be very 
strict on the other while the matter was 
pending before1'the supreme court.

Some Furjher Startling Dewslopmenls in the 


Newton Bond Case. 


AwESBCHY, Mass., Aug. IB.—There ore 


more remarkable developments in the fa- 
mous Newton (N. H.) bond case. It is 
now reported that the town books cover- 
ing the years 1875 and 1876, -when the 
bonds were issued, are missing from the 
town safe, and this new development, 
taken with tho disapearance of the can- 
celed $10,000 worth oJ bonds, cannot but 
embarrass the town officials in the present 
suit brought by N. K. Johnson of Haver- 
hill to recover on a $500 forged bond. 


It is reported, on good authority, that a 


conference was held Saturday night In an 
open field, which lasted until the small 
hours of Sunday morning, between two 
parties who are greatly interested in the 
case. 
Henry Nichols, chairman of the board 


of selectmen, was seen last night, and 
when asked in regard to the missing 
bonds, and what steps had been taken in 
wcover them, stated that no move in this 
direction had been made and none was 
contemplated. 


He further stated that within 10 days ho 


had been over the town books for the pe- 
riod that covered the issue of the bonds, 
and that they could prove that the

from the sale of bonds; that they had only 
paid Interest on that amount; that they 
had paid that amount of bonds, and did 
not intend to pay any more. Mr. Nichols 
seemed to feel confident that the town 
would win in the present suit. 


The statement made by Mr. Wilder am 


Mr. Peaslee that their names on the bond- 
in dispute were forged and the town refus- 
ing to pay on that ground has led the citi- 
ens to call on the authorities to com- 
mence action against the former. 


That forged bonds against the towr 


should be known to be in existence for wj 
months and no move made to apprehem 
the forger seems very strange, and somi 
flf the citizens are beginning to think tlin 
the case will go by default, as did tho 
famous Peck case.

the town safe had not been changed for 
three years, and that no less than nine ex- 
town officials have access to the books.

Senor Margall, one of Spain's foremost 
Republican politicians, who was one of the 
presidents of the Spanish republic before 
Martinez Campos placed Alfonso XII on 
the throne, thereby again re-establishing a 
monarchical form of government. 


The article caused a sensation among 


Cubans in New York. This is a transla- 
tion of it by The World: 


We should work to re-establish the prin- 


ciples of justice. No nation has the right 
to occupy territories populated by other 
people unless with their consent. If a na- 
tion occupies them by force, those con- 
quered can at any time fight them until 
they .drive them from their soil. 


There is no possible limitation. Noth- 


ing can limit the right to freedom and in- 
dependence. Whenever this principle was 
applied to our life, did we Spaniards un- 
derstand so? For centuries we fought for 
our independence, and the limitation of 
centuries made no difference. 


Let us be just to those who are now 


fighting in Cuba. We should have given 
them loug ago the autonomy to which 
they have an undisputed right. We should 
have untied them to tho metropolis by the 
ties of common interests only, national 
and international. Wo would have thus 
prevented not only the present war, but 
also that of 1S68. How much blood and 
how much treasure we should have saved 
by this conduct. 


If there is now war in Cuba it is all our 


fault. 
It is our duty to mend our error 


and stop it. 
The, war of 1888 lasted 10 


years, and we could only stop it by a 
treaty. We then allowed the Cubans the 
rights and. liberties enjoyed by Puerto 
Rioo—the tre,ity by which we will have to 
end the present war if we are not beaten 
by Cuba. 


Seventeen years ago we gave them lib- 


erty. Let us make them now the owners 
and arbiters of their destinies.' Let us al- 
low them to govern themselves politically 
and economically; and in order that they 
may be grateful for our generosity, let us 
help them to their autonomy 


Without Disturbance or Bloodshed. 


The feeling of patriotism is invoked 


against) this conduct. Above the feeling 
of patriotism stands that of humanity, 
and, above all, the feeling of justice. Cuba 
Is the graveyard of our young men. 
In 


these deplorable wars our soldiers die 
thereby the thousands; some on account 
of the climate, and others by the lead and 
steel of the enemy. The greater part of 
them go there by force, and fight for a 
cause with which they are not in sym- 
pathy. 


Is it even human not to try to find the 


means o£ saving the lives of these men? 
It is irritating to hear one3 day and an- 
other that it is necessary to send to Cuba 
regiments and recruits in order to finish 
with the rebels, and uphold and establish 
the national sovereignty. 


It is' easy to stay at home and send others 


to die, and it is easy, too, not to know 
anything about the (war. but by reading 
descriptions of the tttttles by our firesides 
in winter and under the shade of the trees 
in summer. 


The national sovereignty! Is it that the 


nation in orde'r to be sovereign must ab- 
sorb the life ot? the groups that make it 
up? Is it that sovereignty must carry 
along with it the slavery of the colonies? 
Its sovereignty limited to the national in- 
terests, it must be circumscribed to the 
life of relations to the colonists. 


National pride is also invoked to con- 


tinue the war, as if it were dishonorable 
to a nation to grant what is just. Would 
the honor of the nation suffer less by con- 
tinuing the war and losing in the end? 
Was it inora honorable for us to have to 
ratify Mexico by the peace of Cordodo, the 
plan of Iguola, and to sign in Peru tho 
shameful capitulation of Avaoucho? 


The war will increase our already des- 


perate economic situation. It is only three 
months since the war was begun, and al- 
ready it has cost $7,000,000 in the last 
budget made up before the war.

FAIRFIELD'S BIG FIRE. 


Thr^e Lumber Mills Gona and Many Men 


Thrown Ou) of Work. 


FAIBFIELD, Me., Anir. 15. — The chief 


Industry of Foirfleld w.ts badly crippled 
and over 200 men were thrown out of em- 
ployment by tho burning of the large lum- 
ber mills here yesterday. The direct loss 
is $80,000. 


Fire broke out in the boiler room of the 


mill owned by C. A. & C. M. Phillips, one 
of the largest in the state. The flames 
spread to the piles ot lumber in the yard 
before an effective stream could be di- 
rected 09 them. Sparks and live cinders 
ignited tho mill of S. A Nye & Co. aiid 
the mill of N. Totinan & Suns. The en- 
tire town was threatened at one time, and 
assistance was summoned from \Ytitor- 
villc. The flames were finally checked, 
after much hard work, at the Totman 
mill, but not before a large portion of the 
structure and considerable lumber hod 
been destroyed. 


Yesterday's fire was the third that has 


destroyed mills on the same sites. Al- 
though the water power at this point is 
the best on the Kenncbec river, it is 
thought the mills will not be rebuilt. The 
fire is a heavy blow to the town, as nearly 
1000 
poople depended on the mills for 


their living.
